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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

2. Claims 1, 7, 8, 15, 21, 22 and 26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Fagouri et al. 6,080,929. 

3. In Table I, in combinations 21-23, Fagouri et al. disclose, as amine and amine 
interactions, 1 :1 blends of Naugard Super Q with Naugard A, Naugard 445 and 
Naugard SA, respectively. No other antioxidants are present in the blend. The 
concentration of each of the amines is 0.25% by weight. The antioxidants are dispersed 
in cable filling compound, which is described in column 13, lines 42-50. Applicants' 
claims are not novel. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

5. Claims 1 , 3-5, 7, 8, 13-15, 17-19, 21 , 22 and 26-28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 
103(a) as being unpatentable over Fagouri etal. 6,080,929, in view of Sumitomo 
Chemical (Ishii)JP— 57-115493. 

6. Both references have been discussed previously. Since the primary reference 
states in column 13, lines 42-50, that the cable filling compound can be paraffinic or 
naphthenic or mineral oil, or any of above thickened with residual oil, the use of any oil 
functioning as a cable filling compound, including applicants' API Group l-IV base oils 
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would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art, at the time the invention 
was made. Sumitomo Chemical shows on page 5, lines 4-1 1 , that the addition of other 
additives to a cable filling compound/amine-antioxidant blend is well known and 
obvious. 



7. Claims 2 and 16 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims.
